It was the original intention 
of that board to establish a uni- 
versity in Louisville and the lot 
at Brook and Breckinridge was 
considered as a Rite. After ma 
ture deliberation, however, it 
was considered unwise to divide 
the strength ot the church in 
Kentucky by trying to keep up 
one college in Winchester and 
one in Louisville. It was point

could be withdrawn. 

Joint committees from the 
two branches of the church in 
the State have held several con- 
ferences and there is a general 
feeling of confidence in the suc- 
cess of the project. The Rev. 
Amos Boreing is chairman of the 
joint committees and the Rev. 
U. V. W. Darlington is secre- 
tary. The text of the agreement 
reached by these committees is 
as follows : 

"First— That the two churches 
shall uuito upoti one college of 
high grade for the entire State 
of Kentucky : that college shall 
be the Kentucky Wesleyan Col- 
lege at Winchester; that it shall 
be ope rated and controlled by a 
Board of Educatiou of not less 
than twelve nor more than 
tiventy-four members of equal 
number from each church, and 
half laymen and half preachers, 
with the bishops holding the 
conference of the two churches 
ex-offieio members. 

Second— That there shall be 
also under the care and over- 
sight of the board a system of 
high grade academies that shall 
serve as feeders to the college 
and work in harmony with its 
course of study as well as serve 
the needs of their respective 
local fields. For the present 
these academies shall be : Union 
College, Barbourviile ; K. W. C, 
Academy, Oampton ; one in the 
Big Sandy valley, and one in the 
western part of the State, here* 
after to be located. 

"To become effective this re- 
port must be adopted by both 
conferences."

Things are Shaped at St. Lonil. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 29.— Prac- 
tically everything is in readiness 
for the coming of the Kentucky 
State Guard to the exposition. 
Harry G. Tandy, quartermaster 
general and acting commissary 
general, was here today to ar- 
range for rations for all the 
troops. The contracts he is mak- 
ing call for accommodations for 
570 men for nine days each three 
times during the month of Sep- 
tember, a total of 1,610 men. 
Mr. Tandy is well pleased with 
the site selected for the Ken- 
tucky soldier boys. He says he 
will bring over a detail of men 
on next Friday for the purpose 
of getting the site in readiness 
to pitch tents, etc. 

This will be the first time the 
Kentucky militia have been paid 
for attending a camp of instruc- 
tion. All are to have expenses 
paid and receive a daily salary 
amounting to 11.50 for privates, 
11.75 for noncommissioned offi- 
cers and so on up to about $0. 
Col. Mott Ayres, paymaster gen- 
eral, will pay off. 

The government has appropri- 
ated $27,000, and the state is to 
supplement this with $14,000. 
Mr. Tandy is experiencing some 
trouble in finding suitable norses 
for the officers. The sixteen 
head needed may be brought 
from Kentucky. 



The American Bankers' As- 
sociation, at its forthcoming con- 
vention in this city, is to vote 
upon an amendment to the con- 
stitution proposed by the State 
Bankers' Association of New 
York. 

• This amendment provides for 
a standing protective committee 
composed of three persons, 
whose names are not to be made 
public, and who shall control all 
actions looking to rhe detectiou 
and punishment of persons at- 
tempting to cause or actually 
causing loss, to any member of 
the association by loans obtained 
upon false statements of finan- 
cial condition. 

The banks, which are them- 
selves under a system ot public 
publicity established for the pro- 
tection of the public, have insti- 
tuted a system of private pub- 
licity for the protection of 
themselves against dishonest bor 
rowers. This system consists of 
obliging borrowers to make de- 
tailed statements of their busi- 
ness before they can obtain 
credit. It is now proposed to 
take effective measures to pub- 
lish dishonesty in making these 
statements. 

Full and truthful financial 
statements are therefore the 
basis of sound credit. 

In like manner full and truth- 
ful statements of flnaucial condi- 
tion must be the basis of sound 
investment. 

The borrower who refuses to 
make a statement is not entitled 
to credit. The corporation 
which refuses such a statement 
is not entitled to confidence. 
' If either one or the other 
makes a false statement, it is 
guilty of an attempt to obtain 
money on false pretenses.

Chicago, Aug. 80.— Regarding the 
stockyards strike as now approach- 
ing certain and complete collapse, 
wholesale employers of labor in 
Chicago are declared to contemplate 
taking advantage of the situation to 
wrest the city from its position as 
the stronghold of organized labor in 
America. While refusing to admit 
it, the closing down of great indus- 
trial institutions, such as is said to 
be the intention of the management 
of the Pullmau Car Works, ie mere- 
ly an incident, it is averred, in the 
movement. It is estimated that 
225,000 men employed in great in- 
dustrial plants of the country are in 
momentary peril of being made idle. 

Continued reductions in the work- 
ing forces at Pullman and an im- 
pending complete shut-down have 
caused widespread apprehension 
amoiur the mechanics employed 
there, and their applications for 
work are numerous in all depart- 
ments of the labor market In Chi- 
cago. 

Unrest has been caused In the in- 
dustrial army employed in the 
plants of the International Har- 
vester Company through similar 
fears, and the same is true in other 
large manufacturing establishments. 

It is estimated that it cost Chicago 
over M00,000,000 for police protection 
furnished strike affected plants dur- 
ing the last eighteen months. Aside 
from that cost, fortunes have been 
expended by Arms and individuals 
in meeting strike conditions. Yet 
the newspapers are filled with 
stories of assaults, murders and 
property damage that even these 
precautions have not sufficed to pre- 
vent. 

In the face of these facts it is only 
natural that this opportunity to curb 
the unions may be taken advan- 
tage of. 

Chicago is just completing a vast 
tunnel system for handling freight, 
and this means a death blow to the 
teamsters' unions, the backbone of 
trades unionism In this oity.

Extract From the By-Laws

5. Any ticket holder who shall 
retain a book from the library 
beyond the time prescribed in

7. No book shall be reserved 1 
for any ticket holder. 
• 9. If any ticket holder shall 
take ;i book from the library, 
without having it charged to his 
account, his right to the use of 
the library shall thereby be liable 
to forfeiture. 

10. If any ticket holder shall 
lose or injure a book, he shall re- 
place the same or pay an equiva- 
lent in money ; and if the book 
be one of a set, he shall make 
the set complete and uniform, or 
pay for the whole of it, receiving 
the odd volumes as his property.

this is as much a mistake as feeding 
them too heavily. For a range, a 
mixed pasture gives best results, 
and there should be no hesitancy in 
throwing to the hogs all of the weeds 
that are cut on the farm, for they 
will eat many of them which other 
stock will nat touch. Regulate the 
supply of grain given the hogs ac 
cording to the quality of the pasture 
and the age of the animals, but do 
not give them so much that they 
will be tempted to stop grazing. 

Oreat Value in Sheep. 

There is one profit from sheep 
which is not generally considered 
which is the Increased fertility of 
the land occupied by tbem. The 
farms in* Canada that command the 
highest prices are those upon which 
sheep have been kept for years, the 
pastures on such farms being fiee 
from weeds, while the crops grown 
thereon have increased every year, 
showing a gain of fertility. Sheep 
are considered valuable agents - in 
enriching the land. They scatter 
their droppings uniformly and press 
into the soil. By keeping the grass 
close they thicken it, and they de- 
stroy weeds because they have a 
fondness for certain kinds that no 
other animal on the farm will eat. 



Corn Smut 

Corn smut will now be 
great bunches, having taken the 
place of the ear of corn. Go over 
the com field now. cut off all the 
smut spores, place In a basket and 
burn them. There are millions of 
smut seed in each head, and if one 
of these little seed remains 
grain of corn it will germinate next 
year and destroy or substitute smut 
for the grain. The smut seed will 
remain in the soil all the winter 
come to life next year. Better heed 
our talk to you on this matter.— 
Southern Agriculturist.

"Oue of the most profitable re- 
sults in the fesdlng of live stock, as 
is not generally recognized the 



product, it is also a lesson in tobacco 
lulture and manufacture. Recently 
representatives of France, Ireland 
and Ceylor made exhaustive studies 
f the display. France and Ireland 
iave long been buyers of certain 
kinds of Kentucky tobacco, but it is 
confidently believed that the fact of 
their having through thi# exhibit 
been made acquainted with other 
useful types, of which they were 
previously ignorant, will result in 
nore of their supply being purchas- 
ed from Kentucky and less from 
competing States. 

It is the usual losses that count 
without being considered. Farmers 
a rule expect to lose more or less 
young pigs, they do not worry over 
the occasional loss of a young calf, 
and they look with indifference on 
the loss of a lamb or two, while halt 
a hundred dead chickens will have 
no effect on them. Every young 
thing should be counted as of value. 
The loss of a pig, calf or lamb is a 
real loss and as much care should be 
taken to prevent these losses as any 
other. Let the careless farmer 
charge himself with the profit he 
might have made on every young 
thing that dies and he will soon con- 
vince himself that he cannot afford 
to allow anything to die from the 
lack of attention. 

The curing of cow pea hay so as to 
properly preserve it is difficult un- 
less the conditions are favorable. 
The crops should be cut when the 
seed pods are about from four to six 
inches long. If allowed to become 
too dry the leaves will crumble, and 
if too the hay will be mouldy in the 
mew. They are said to keep best 
when stored with timothy hay, as 
the hay absorbs any dampness ex- 
isting in the pea vines. Leaving 
aside the curing of peas for hay, 
they will be found very serviceable 
when fed green to cattle, and as ren- 
ovators of the soil and adding to the 
store of nitrogen, they are unsur- 
passed even by clover. 

If any of the stock comes into 
spring weak and poor, it will pay to 
give it extra care. Stock that has 
grown poor through the winter often 
dies at the approach of a warm spell 
in the spring if not lookea after. 
Feed on nourishing food and keep 
out of the cold rains. 

Keep a bottle of vasallne in the 
cow stable and anoint the teats of 
the cow every day. It keeps them 
soft and pliable and prevents chaps 
iu bad weather. 

Hogs should have salt regularly, 
in fact, it is necessary that every 
animal be supplied with salt In or- 
der to maintain healtaV

Cleaning Off Biff Stumps. 

Often there is a stump in the yard 
that is in the way. aud to attempt to 
dig it out is a week's work. The an- 
nexed way of removing is without 
work: 

In the autumn, bore a hole one or 

ro inches iu diameter, according to 
the girth of the stump, vertically in 
the center of the latter, and about 18 
Inches deep. 

Put into It one or two ounces of 
saltpeter; fill the hole with water 
and plug up close. In the ensulug 
spring take out the plug and pour In 
about one-half gallon of kerosene 
oil aud ignite it. 

The stump will smoulder away 
without blazing, to the very extrem- 
.ties of the roots, leaving nothing 
but ashes.— Southern Agriculturist. 

Feeding- Hogs on Ranges. 
Beyond question it pays to grain 
the hogs that on ranges, provided it 
is not overdone. While It is true 
that most farmers who raise hogs on 
the range do not grain them at all,

the land and so maintaining fertility 
for an indefinite period. There is 
thus every reason why the farmer 
should pay more attention to the 
value of farm manure. The excre- 
ments of animals in feeding experi- 
ments constitute a part of the pro- 
fits as surely as the sale price. The 
manure from these animals is worth 
more than any commercial fertilizer 
that can be bought, because when 
incorporated with a plentiful supply 
of litter it adds vegetable matter to 
the soil and improves the mechani- 
cal condition as no commercial fer- 
tilizer can do. This is not an argu- 
ment against the use of commercial 
fertilizer; but in the name of rea- 
son, good economy and good sense, 
before commercial fertilizer is pur- 
chased let the excrements from 
farm live stock be preserved and 
utilized to their utmost limit."

RUSSIA AT CLOSE RANGE. 

Function of Canonisation of Saint Sera- 
phim Called Together Over One 
Hundred Thousand. 

The act of canonisation of St. Sera- 
phim on August 1, 1908, was treated 
by the Russian authorities as a 
purely domestic concern. Diplo- 
matic representatives were not In- 
invited. Few foreigners knew of 
the matter beforehand, and those 
who asked for permission to attend 
were informed that all the accom- 
modations of the monastery had 
been . assigned. Even the leading 
British advocate of union between 
the Anglican and Orthodox churches 
fared no better. An Englishman 
and myself were, as far as I know, 
the only foreigners that went, and 
we were made to reel that our pres- 
ence was undesired Notwithstand- 
ing tins, ami the discomforts we 
shared with peasants wearing sheep- 
skin coats and birch bark footgear, 
we were richly repaid by the op- 
portunity to study Russia at close 
range, and to witness a marvelous 
manifestation of the faith that ex- 
pects and creates miracles. 

The function of canonization call- 
ed together a camp meeting of more 
than oiie hundred thousand people, 
a veritable nation assembled in 
faith, a theocratic witenagemot. 
Besides at least ten myriads of pea- 
sants, artisans and small tradesmen 
—Russian accounts say 360,000— the 
ceremonies demanded the presence 
of the imperial family, mobilized an 
army corps and no Inconsiderable 
number of police, and attracted a 
host of civil and military dignitaries 
and clergymen of all grades. The 
complicated action and interaction 
of the autocratic, bureaucratic and 
hierarchic machinery of church and 
state were laid bare to an unusual 
extent. The Emperor and the court 
visited the haunts of the hermit, 
and drauk and laved themselves 
with water from the miraculous 
spring beside whicli his hut was 
built. H i s uncorrupted remains 
wer€ placed in a costlv casket be- 
neath a massive silver canopy of 
monumental proportions, botli tho 
gifts of his Majesty, and the mon- 
astery was proclaimed a seat of 
miracles, a Russian Lourdes.— From 
David Bell MacGowau's "Tha Rus-

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History of the Paisinj Dollar. 

Thirty years of silver agitation 
and delusion may be regarded as 
ended by the coinage of the last 
silver dollar. The striking of this 
coin was suspended by Thomas 
Jefferson, and not resumed on any 
scale till Martin Van Buren was 
President. Only small amounts 
were struck previous to and during 
the suspension of specie payments, 
aud the total amount coined prior 
to the decline of silver and the dis- 
covery thot if they were in existence 
silver dollars would be cheap is so 
small as to make the clamor for the 
"Dollar of the Daddies" as ridicu- 
lous as it was foolish. 

The Bland-Allison act of 1878 re- 
stored the legal existence of the 
coin, which had been abolished .by 
the "crime of 1873," and compelled 
the manufacture of silver dollars. 
The silver purchase act of 1890 
stopped the coinage at a fixed date 
except as to a sufficient number to 
redeem "Sherman" notes, which, as 
a matter of fact, were redeemed in 
gold at the demand of the holders. 
Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, got 
into the Spanish War revenue act a 
provision for the manufacture of 
silver dollars. In the gold stand- 
ard act of 1900 it was attempted to 
put an end to this, but the silver 
sentiment prevented such action. 
The bulk of the sliver bought under 
the Sherman law has been coined; 
the remainder will be saved tor sub- 
sidary coinage. We are probably 
through with the "Dollar of the 
Daddies," except for the vast num- 
ber on hand whicli cannot be forced 
into circulation.— Philadelphia Re-

The School Fund. 

The school fund has been officially 
announced as $2.95 per pupil for the 
present year. This is larger than last 
year, but less in proportion to the 
work Required. Last year it was $2.60 
for five months school. Now it is 
$2.95 and a term of six months is re- 
quired. This per capita will be slight- 
ly lowered by taking enough from the 
larger districts to make up for those 
having less than forty-five pupils. 
The per capita would have been larger 
this year had it not been for a deficit 
of $171,000 which had to be made 
up. 

The prospects for a year of success- 
ful work at the Uniontown graded 
school this year are indeed flattering. 
The members of the school board are 
doing all In their power toward mak- 
ing the first year a success and with 
an able and experienced superintend- 
ant in charge, such as Prof. White 
fall every evidence of being, Union- 
town's graded school should establish 
a record this year. 

Now that school days are near, the 
attention of parents is called to the 
truancy law for cities of the first, 
second, third and fourth classes as 
passed by the last legislature. It .s a 
wise provision and a law that should 
be strictly enforced. The act provides 
that the parents in the cities of the 
class designated must see to it that 
their children between the ages of 
seven and fourteen years must attend 
either the public or some private 
school for a full term of six months. 
The only excuse which may be of- 
fered for the child not attending the 
common school or the accredited pri- 
vate schools is that the child is either 
physically or mentally unfit to leave 
its home.

A POOR PLACE FOR CROOKS 

The World's Fair Grounds Practical- 
ly Free From Crime. 

The CfSSlWi Roth Dimik-hHc unit For- 
elan, iilve Inula.- Police Bat 
I.I t tie to Do. 

St. Louis, Aug. 31.— The World's fair 
grounds, the population of which, 
cording to the latest figures, averages 
more than 132,000 a day, is from a 
criminal standpoint freer from crime 
than any territory of like size and pop- 
ulation in the world. 

According to the records of the SL 
Louis police department, there has not 
been, a murder or a rase of manslaugh- 
ter and only two cases that come un- 



the court. 

Less than $2,000 worth of stolen 
property has been reported and only 
Ave arrests have been made of pick- 
pockets, and less than fifteen cases of 
drunkenness can be found on the rec- 
ords. The cases. of disorderly conduct 
have been very few In number, and 
the most serious crime committed is 
that of fence- jumping, of which there 
several reported each day.

this record," said Capt. Young, "and 
we believe that we made a record for 
the handling of crowds." 

"It Is astonishing to us," said Lieut. 
Walsh, in charge of the detective force 
on duty at the exposition, "the lack of 
good-pick-ups.'

Springfield, 111., Aug. 30— A case of 
supposed leprosy was reported to this 
state, board of health, Monday, from 
LaSalle, by an attending physician. 
The patient Is a native of Poland', 35 
years old, and says that the disease 
from which he now suffers made its ap- 
pearance 15 months ago. Dr. Egan, 
secretary to the state board of health, 
has required Dr. L. Blake Baldwin, an 
expert In leprosy, to go to La Salle, to 
discover the exact nature of the dis- 
ease. Dr. E. F. Baker, inspector of the 
board, has established quarantine at 
LaSalle.

COMMERCE SHOWS 
LARGE INCREASE 

Philippine Commerce Indicate Gain 
In a Year of More Than a 
Million Dollars. 

EIPORTS SHOW A PULLING OFF 

IN THE ITEMS OF COPRA AND SUGAR. 



Washington, 
months ended March last, the total 
commerce of the Philippine Islands 
shows an increased value of more than 
a million dollars at the bureau of in- 
sular affairs. The statement says that 
the Philippines advanced nearly two 
million dollars In value, and that a 
slight falling ofT shown In the exports 
as a result of decreased shipments in 
copra and sugar, although hemp and 
tobacco are exported in larger amounts 
than for the corresponding time of the 
previous year.

to hemp. More than one-half of the 
imports consisted of food and ani- 
mals, while the exports were chiefly 
agricultural products, hemp exports 
amounting to $16,000,000 in round 
numbers. The figures on the carrying 
trade show an Increase In volume of 
business done under the American 
flag, the amount carried to the Islands 
being $1,535,027. while $2,227,805 of the 
exports left the Islands under the 
American flag. British vessels took 
$18,172,819. Importations of flour, 
meats and live stock increased, while 
there was a falling off In receipts of 
liquors and beverages, owing to local 
brewers and distillers having increased 
their output. 

Imports of cotton goods dropped 
from $5,138,112 to $3,509,992: iron and 
6teel imports rose to $1,914,511, a gain 
of half a million, the United Kingdom 
supplying practically all of the $213,179 
worth of sheets and plates imported. 
Leaf tobacco exported in 1904 amount- 
ed to $875,977. a substantial gain, 
Spain and Austria being the principal 
buyers, while exports of cigars in- 
creased to $712,952, Hong Kong and 
British East Indies buying more than 
one half the amount the Americans 
made. The arrivals shown by the im- 
migration bureau shows one-fifth of 
the whole number of immigrants, it is 
stated, coidd neither read nor write, 
95 per cent, of the illiterates being 
Chinese.

An increase of 
thirty days' working time would 
produce nearly 10,000,000 tons 
available for export. 



The Coal and OiU Field, or Sosthweipra 
Alaska. 

Mr. R. W. Stone reached Ho- 
mer, on Kachemak Bay, on the 
west side of Kenai Peninsula, 
early in June, and spent about 
three week6 in careful examina- 
tion of the Kachemak coal fields. 
This coal area was the scene of 
the earliest mining operations in 
Alaska. It was discovered by 
the Russians about the middle of 
the last century and since that 
time has been spasmodically ex- 
ploited, though its aggregate 
output has been small. It is 
hoped that a careful survey of 
this field may reveal the facts 
that some of the seams are of 
sufficient size and that the coal 
is of the requisite quality to fur- 
nish a fuel supply for this part 
of Alaska. Toward the end of 
June Mr. Stone joined Dr. G. 
C. Martin, who had been mak- 
ing a reexamination of the 
Enochkin oilfield, on the west 
side of the Cook Inlet. Together 
they went southward to make a 
careful examination of the min- 
eral resources of Alaska Penin- 
sula, including the oil fields of 
Cold Bay and the coal deposits 
of Hereudeen Bay. 

W0KK BEING BUSHED

I in- 
tended putting it up, anyhow, 
and it came in mighty handy. 
The mines are running in good 
shape now, and I don't believe 
with the precautions we have 
taken the strikers would dare 
molest my men. Many of the 
leading strikers have found em- 
ployment elsewhere, and I think 
they have given up the fight, 

"I now have the works in full 
operation again. More than 200 
men are in the mines and 150 on 
the ground engaged in construc- 
tion work. The output is between 
200 and 300 tons a day. Th 
equal to the output prior to the 
strike, and will be increased,
